PHOGRKS-4 WITH TUB CANAL. 


M. de Lcsseps pushes forward •with 


great energy the organization of his 
company for the construction of nn isth- 
mus canal. A Now York Herald special 
cable despatch announces that ho has 
has signed an obligation to the Colom- 
bian government in consideration of 
which ho obtains the conscssion for the 
canal, nnd tho company, with n capital 
of four hundred million francs (eighty 
million dollars) will be constituted im- 
mediately. Ho repudiates all idea of 
tho intervention of any 
government 


into the concerns of a strictly commer- 
cial enterprise, and while ho recognizes 
the right of the United States to inter- 
ested supervision he denies that the 
canal project has any nationality. His 
theory, strictly followed, is, while as- 
suming that the utility of tho canal 
must bo universal, Paris should bo the 
central seat of its operations, because 
the severity of the French laws and tho 
stiictness of official supervision give 
greater security to shareholders and effi- 
cient control over tho administaation. 
There is a project mooted to make Gen- 
eral Grant tho honorary president of 
the company—a step that would widely 
commend it to popularity here, though 
it would not remove the features that 
have excited opposition. The Herald 
thinks it is not possible to make this 
canal apart from considerations of na- 
tionality. 
With an enterprise thut is 


French as to its moral nature and Co- 
lombian as to its location it will only bo 
a question which of these shall prevail 
and as the 
Colombian is reasona- 


bly certain to go in advance we should 
not .ike to see the governments of Eu- 
rope, on account of defective Colombian 
finances, levying an execution and seiz- 
ing the canal. 


A general order announcing promo- 


lions ard appointments in the army 
made by the President by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate since 
the publication of general orders No. 
67, of September 2d, 1878, is being pre- 
pared in the Adjutant General's office 
and will shortly be promulgated. 
It is 


the most important order of the kind 
that has been issued since 1871, and 
army officers are anxiously looking for it. 
It will show that two officers have been 
advanced to the rank of Brigadier Gen- 
eral, twelve to the rank of Colonel, 
eighteen to the rank of Lieutenant Col- 
onel, thirty to the rank of Major, sev- 
enty-six to the rank of Captain, and 
that eighty-two Second Lieutenants 
have had the official distance between 
themselves and General Sheirnan re- 
duced by one step. It will also show 
that twelve officers have been retired 
from active service on their own appli- 
cation, four by order of the President 
under the sixly-two-years-of-age law, 
forty-five on account of disability inci- 
dent to the service, two for disability not 
incident to the service and t«o wholly re- 
tired. Also that there have been nine 
resignations, thirty deaths, four dis- 
missals and one desertion. Another 
general order will also be issued in a 
few days announcing the assignment to 
regiments and corps of the West Point 
graduates of 1879. 


GORHAM'S SPEECH. 


A careful perusal of the speech deliv- 


ered by Gorbam in San Francisco last 
week will convince almost anyone that 
it is as near correct as possible., without 
aid from the Railroad Directory, and 
the answer to the statement published 
by the Sacramento Record-Union, and 
which was published in this paper a 
few days ago, is so complete, that wo do 
not wonder that the Record-Union has 
yet made no attempt to criticise Gor- 
ham's reply. 
The truth is that the 


profits which the railroad company has 
made, have gone into the pockets of the 
insiders who own tho "Contract and Fi- 
nance Company," "Western Develop- 
ment Company," and "PacificImprove- 
ment Company." Astonishing as this 
is, the wonder is, that afte,r deducting 
everything claimed as expenses, the 
railroad company could still make such 
a showing of profit as to he able to de- 
clare dividends of eight per cent. 


COUNTY DEBTS. 


The debt of Ormsby county is $116,- 


C67 81 and it has $4,725 27 in the treas- 
ury. 
Tho receipts for the past six 


mouths aggregate $18,209 '90, and the 
disbursements were 30,489 OC. 


Douglas county owes but $2,576150 and 


has cash on hand to the amount ol 
$2,129 89. 


CATTLE SHIPMENT.—The shipment of 


cattle from Nevada to San Francisco, 
which marked former years, has almost 
ceased and the tide has turned eastward, 
The cause for this is to be found in the 
increasing European d.-iuand for cheap 
American beef. The Elko Post says 
very large bands have been driven this 
year to tho fine grazing lands of Ne- 
braska, whence, after they are thor- 
oughly fattened, they are shipped to 
Chicago.

ers, for the trade regularly increases as 
foreign jealousy is broken down. 


The recent abolishment of special rates 


for traveling companies by the Pennsyl- 
vania and other railroads, creates a 
quiet furore among actors and man- 
agers as tending to break up the combi- 
nation system. They declare it will be 
impossible to take companies on the 
road without a large pecuniary loss, and 
proposes calling a meeting and sending 
representatives to the Louisville conven- 
tion of ticket agents next September, to 
secure action against the measure.

TBE MILKY 
WAY. 


The luminous zone which encircles 


the heavens was called, on account of 
its peculiar brightness, by the Greeks, 
Galaktos, the Galaxy, and by the Ro- 
mans, Via Lucten, the Milky Way. 
Passing like a stream across the firma- 
ment, here growing narrower and there 
spreading, at one point divided and at 
another seeming to flow with an increas- 
ed and united volume, it became known 
in Chinese annals as the Celestial River. 


The lens civilized aborigines of Mex- 


ico, who regarded this baud of light as 
the path by which the npirits of the de- 
parted braves reached the "happy hunt- 
ing grounds" named it the River of 
Souls. But, although the Galaxy in 
every age has given rise to wonder and 
admiration, and has been viewed with 
equal interest by the learned nud the 
ignorant, still the causo of this perm- 
anent bow of the nightly sky long re- 
mained a mystery. Tho fertile imagin 
alion of the Greek philosophers, the 
long-continued 
observations 
of 
the 


Arabian astronomers and tho careful 
scrutiny of the heavens whieh followed 
the revival of learning, nlike failed to 
make known the real source of the 
beautiful phenomenon. 
This 
was 


among the revelations of the telescope, 
and yet Galileo and others had scanned 
the starry dome more than htlf a cen- 
tury with this "eye of the mind" before 
Milton, with an approximation to sci- 
entific truth, could speak of tho "broad 
and ample road whoso dust is goi.1 ,i..,i 
pavement stars." 


This silvery belt is visible at all sea- 


sons of the year, but in latitudes North' 
of the equator is moat conspicuous 
during the Summer and autumn mouths. 
It is brighter in the southern hemis- 
phere than in northern, though in each 
it varies both in breadth and brilliancy. 
When examining the zone of stars with 
his powerful reflector tho elder Herschel 
wus led to the conclusion that not less 
than fifty thousand of these self-lumi- 
nous bodies were included in n. breadth 
of two thousand passed iu review before 
him in a quarter of nn hour. Tho 
countless multitudes of these distant 
suns are irregularly grouped. Clusters 
are numerous, especially the southern 
part. In certain regions 
they 
are 


strewn with great uniformity, iu others 
patches of them are succeeded by inter- 
vals in which few are seen, while in 
some places, as tho Coal Sack in tho 
Soutnern Cross and the "dark spot" in 
the northern constellation of that name 
they were looked for iu vain. Not only 
the Milky Way, but tho heavens, in this 
vicinity, appear more thickly set with 
stars than other portions of the celestial 
canopy, but whether this is actually tho 
case or owing to the position from 
which they are viewed cannot be deter- 
mined. 


Everyone is fnmiliar with the fact 


that if he looks toward the horizon 
when rain is falling the drops appear 
more numerous than when he directs 
his view to some distance above it, 
though the number iu reaching the sur- 
face is the same. It is, therelore, pos- 
sible that if the earth occupied a differ- 
ent position in space the stars in an- 
other portion of the heavens would be- 
come the galaxy, and that this "band of 
brilliants" is owing to an apparent' nnd 
not a real proximity of the stellar sun. 
While the stars in the galaxy, whose 
blended light alone is perceived by tho 
unaided eye, are so thickly strewn as to 
defy every effort to ascertain their num- 
ber, they are but a part of the shining 
orbs which roll through space. These 
a moderate computation places at one 
hundred millions, and every increase in 
the range of the telescope enlarges the 
amount. 
If each 
of self-lumiuous 


bodies, like our nearest star, the sun, is 
a centre around which us many opaque 
globes revolve us are now known to de- 
rive their light and heat from the ruler 
of thrt day, tho multitude of worlds 
reaches a number which human intel- 
lect fails to grasp. It is when engaged 
iu such contemplations that man is 
made awnro of his finite powers by his 
inability to comprehend the infinite, 
while at the same time he obtains en- 
larged views of tho wisdom nnd power 
of Him "who created and governs all."

Captain Barclay when performing his 
wonderful feat of walking 1,000 miles in 
us many consecutive hours, obtained 
such a mastery over himself that he fell 
asleep the minute he lay down. The 
faculty of remaining asleep for a length 
of time is possessed by some individ- 
uals. Such was tho case with Quin, tho 
celebrated player, who would slumber 
for twenty-four hours successively; with 
Elizabeth Orvin, who slept three-fourths 
of her life; with Elizabeth Perkins, who 
slept for a week or a fortnight at a time; 
with Mary Lyell, who did the same for 
successive weeks; and many others more 
or less remarkable. A phenomenon of 
an opposite character is sometimes ob- 
served, for there are other individuals 
who can subsist on a surprisingly small 
portion of sleep. The celebrated Gen- 
eral Elliott was an instance of this kind; 
ho never slept more than four houis out 
of twenty-four. In all other respects he 
was strikingly abstinent, his food con- 
sisting wholly of bread, water and veg- 
etables, In a letter communicated to 
Sir John Sinclair by John Gordon of 
Swine, mention is mado of n person 
named John Mackay of Skerry, who 
died in Strathnave in the yeaa 1797, aged 
91 he only slept on an average four hours 
in tho twenty-four, and was, a remarka- 
bly robust and healthy man. 1'rederiqk 
the Great of Prussia, and tho illustrious 
surgeon, John Hunter, only slept five 
hours during the same period. The 
celebrated French General, Pichegvo, 
informed Sir Gilbert Blane that during 
a whole year's campaign he had not al- 
lowed himself above one hour's sleep in 
the twenty-four.

TREATY.—HOPE 


OP MODIFICATION 


A Washington dispatch of yesterday 


states that the State Department has tele- 
graphic information of the safe return of 
Minister Seward to China. Ho carried 
with him special instructions from Secre- 
tary Evarts to obtain an interview with 
tho Chinese Minister of Foreign affairs 
and many high dignitaries of the Empire 
as soon as possible after his arrival in 
Peking, and bring to their attention the 
desire of the United States government 
for such modifications of x tho Burlin- 
game treaty as will result in placing re- 
strictions upon Chinese immigration to 
tbe United States. His instructions are 
of a specific and argent nature, aud the 
representation which he is directed to 
make to the home government will leave 
no room for doubt us to the earnestness 
of the purpose of this nation or for any 
long continued evasion on the part of 
the Chinese government in defining its 
icul desires arid purposes in regard to 
this most important subject. 
The 


Chinese Legation in Washington, if in- 
trusted with power to conclude a treaty 
on this subject, hcve not ns yet given 
any intimation of their possession of 
buch authority. Tho conferences held 
with them up to the present time have 
been of a preliminary and inconclusive 
character, owiug to the guarded and ex- 
tremely diplomatic methods of discuss- 
ion which they have employed, and 


I these conferences are still nominally iu 
progress, being conducted occasionally 
by Secretary Evarts and Assistant 
Soward on tho one hand, aud Yung 
Wing ard Mr. Bartlett on tho other. 
Now, however, that the matter is also 
under discussion at Peking, the Depart- 
ment entertains a confident hope that a 
satisfactory result in tho direction of 
placing some limitation upon Mongo- 
lian immigration to this country will be 
reached at an early day.
